A Sailor's Home. 



Nature haB bo plnoorl Victoria in the 
track of tho commeroo of the North 
Pacifio, whether that commerce pass 
over the continent or around it, that it 
must be the fault of tho people if she 
does not attain maritime greatness. 
The subject of the establishment of a 
Sailor's Home is ono of sufficient im- 
portance, we thick, to justify our again 
iDviting the attention of our readers to 
it. It need hardly bo stated that com- 
merce is most sensitive, and that tho 
slightest obstruction will often suffice to 
divert it from natural channels. Hence 
it is that tho small beginnings, too often 
overlooked, should be assiduously 
watched, and the tender shoot screened 
and nurtured. This is preeminently a 
maritime placo ; and if wo should not 
bo so fortUDute as to attract shipping 
into our magnificent harbours we ieur 
we sboll have to look in vain lor any 
large measure of prosperity from any 
other source, at least, for some timo to 
come. Evbi y ship ai riving from abroad 
brines with it moro or less in the form 
•of 'substantial good. The crow mus> 
consume moro or lew of the produce of 
tho Colony, buy more or less from 
itself 



we don't need, Dut which wocanthu 
have an opportunity of tu ning into 
gold, or exchanging for men commodi- 
ties as we need. It may be asked, 
Wh<it bas all this to do with a Sailor'* 
Home '( That is precisely what we 
propose pointing out. It is already 
known thai the great bulk of the 
ship* leaving us lumber laden lor distant 
markets are going down to S^n Fran- 
cisco for crtwp. This is a two-fold 
evil. It ia-a direct loss in this way, that 
we lose all ibe advantage oi the usm,] 
expenditure in providing a crow and 
laying in stores for iho voyage, a bene- 
fit,, in fact, for ships and crew. To tbis 
may bo added tho loss in population 
and expenditure incident to the ship- 
ping port where sebfaring men do 
congregate. But the condition to 
which we have alluded entails losa of a 
lees direct but, perhaps, more vital na- 
ture. Tho very reputa'ion of ships 
having to go all the way to San Fran- 
cisco for crews cannot but be ia'al to 
the place. To say nothing at all about 
ships having to go several days sail out 
of their course, and incur port charges 
&o, <fco, a ship of 20 feet draught has 
to pay $320, at San Francisco fur pilotage 
alone, it must be clear, therefore, that 
with all this delay and expense bofore 
their eyes, as a consrquence of seeking a 
cargo her, shipowners will bo greatly 
tempted to go elsewhere. Now, it 
should be the aim of every member of 
this community to change all this, aud 
give those interested thoroughly to un- 
derstand that ships can lie securely in 
Eoyal Roads, thereby avoiding all 
charges whatever, and provide them- 
Belves with as goi d sailors at as reson- 
able rates as can possibly be done in Sun 
Francisco. Oi.e vory important s ep 
towards tho accomplishment of this ob- 
ject would unquestionably be the estah- 
lisnmont of a Sailor's Home. Tho 
very existenco of su h an institution 
woold afford to ship owners and shipp- 
ing agents the best guaran'eo 'hat 
tbey would find good crews und Liod 
them readily ; for it \* generally nnder* 
stood that a well conducted II una at- 
tracts tho more steady and reliable class 
of sailors ; aud Victoria would thus be^ 
come a iuvorite report lor shipping in- 
stead of, as it is to bo feared she is 
now, a place to be avt'le'ed. Wo aro 
peifectly consious of the influonco the 
casenf tno mate of ih« American whip 
Alaska has excited ; but wo do 
not Cure to dwell upon what may be 
regarded <s a transient evil, which 
must imrooduetly disappear under an 
energetic adrniir-ttiiti >», f»r we venture 
to think the mar White will soon obtain 
his liberty.

" Historical and Politico Summary 
for ttu jfars-lS58-fi<i8'' 

Under this title a very interesting 
paper is published in too " Tenth Re- 
port of tho Bril ; sh Columbia Mis-ion*' 
of the Angaliom Church, a primed 
copy of which wo have beloro u-. The 
paper wu«, »« <>"d 'rstanUj eontrlfcu'ed 
by the Hon. E. G Alston, and oonta rjfl, 
as its title indices, a bird's byo glance 
at tho hi-tory of tnis Colony during the 
last decade. With ibe w>po of tho rja> 
por in tho main wa ^i ifec ly concur ; 
but thero are two or three points in ij 
to whioh wo roiiflt bo permit ted to take 
•exception. For iuslance, tbo reader is 



permitted to run away with the ides 
that to tho o«tablishmeut of two dis- 
tinct governments for the separate colo 
nieB, to which it is alleged " tho Colo' 
nial Office too readily acceeded," in 
1863, is to bo attributed the subsequent 
depression, a condition which ended 
with, and was removed by union in 
18G6. Now the faot is, that period o 
depression neither began with separation 
nor ended with union, but was the result 
of circumstances antecedent to, and in« 
dependent of, both. We would prefer 
to look for tho causes cf a depression 
which wo fear has scarcely yet entirely 
disappeared in tho general "desire for 
sudden wealth," an aversion to engage 
in "tbo more solid and enduring branch, 
es of industry," and in "overtrading" 
and the "huge systom of credit" to which 
tho author very properly alludes. In 
tho same way, far too much Btress is laid 
upon the no-called hostile legislation of 
the Mainland Colony, which, indeed, had 
littlo or no connection with tbo Bevere 
crisis through which the oountry bai 
passed, and npou which it had previous- 
ly entered. It would, perhaps, have 
been well if tho expenditure of large 
sums of monoy borrowed in England 
had been eonneoted with the season of 
prosperity which preceded 1863 ; and 
it would have been no moro than right 
that, with the "hard times" which follow- 
ed the ceasation of that expenditure

distant centers ot consupmtion tomething some connection had been made out. 

The drnin upon the wealth of the colony, 
caused by the great bulk of tho supplies 
being brought froia abroad, iB justly 
pointed to as an impoverishing condi- 
tion, and the marked improvement ob- 
wervablo in the deposition to seek from 
our own grateful soil those supplies is 
fairly presented as an evidence of re. 
turning prosperioty, and we are anxious 
to think, with tho author, that "the 



Colony is beginning to emerge f. om tbo 
cloud of depression which has overhung 
it for nearly four years." Tbe conclud- 
ing parograph of the paper under rotiow 
wo can hardly be expected to pass over 
in silence. " The Colony has suffored 
much from the constant agitation kept 
up by a certain class of politicians who 
are ever dissatii-fied with the Govern- 
ment, and restlessly desirous of change; 
some even urging Annexation to the 
United States ; but the great heart of 
the people beats with that of England 
so fervently that they have rejeoted the 
idea of Confederation with Canada, pre- 
ferring tbo closer union and protection 
of tho mother country." It will, por- 
baps, be a sufficient reply to the first 
part of the paragraph to say that its 
author is a member of tho Government, 
Tho second part is scarcely complimen- 
tary to the intelligence of the Colonists, 
who aro well aware that the heart of 
England boats with thoir own in favor 
of Confederation, and who are conscious 
that a perpetuation of the "closer uniou 
and protection of tbo mother country " 
is not incompatible with a confederate 
union with Cunada.

The Seizure ol the American Steamer 
Veruua iu the llai bur. 

Samuel Jgokson, who waa charged with il- 
legally seizing the American steamer Veritas 
and threatening to shoot Captain Spanlding, 
appeared before Mr. Pemberton yedietday, 
Mr. Ring, instructed by Mr. Bishop, ap. 
poared to prosecute and Mr. Courtney to 
defend. 

Captain Spanlding was placed in tlio dock 
and testified that ho is two-thirds owner 
of the boat. On Wednesday ovoniug Jack 
Bon attempted to come aboard and witness 
ordered him nut to do so. Jackson then 
drew his revolver and witness drew bis. 
The meo confronted eaou other for balf-a- 
minute, when witness put up his revolver 
and cama ashore for legal advice. Jackson 
then took charge of the steamer. 

Cross-examined — I became mastor of the 
Veruna on the 28th or 29ih of August; I 
etn owner and oaptaio [register of vessel 
produced] ; Jackson's name wag not erased 
from the register. 

Mr. Pemberton said that the counsel was 
travelling out of tho jurisdiction of the 
Pulico Court wLich had only to deal with 
the criminal charge. 

Witness— Jackson has not been employed 
as captain of the Veruna since the roidd la 
ol Juno; I discharged him then; I don't 
■ know that the boat run away from the other 
sidj— she came over [a langb| ; I don't say 
. I threw Jackson ovorboard;*I went ngaiust 
him and he fell overboard [laughter]; but 
that's a question for tho other- tide ; I think 
Jackson would shout me if he got a chance ; 
I'm not afraid ol him now, and have no lll- 
vrill against him or anyone else. 

To the Court— I was going to cast the 
vessel off from the wharf and auchcr her to 
prevent armed men from coming aboard; I don't 
think Jackson has any ill-will against me j 
I don't apprehend any further violence from 
him. 

Upon this evidence Mr. Comtocy asked 
that the case against bis client might be dis- 
missed. 

Tho American Consul Btated that there 
had been some trouble on the other side and 
he had been notified by telegraph that the 
Veruna's papers were fraudulent ; when 
Capt. Spaulding entered the office he [the 
Consul] examined the papers, loond them 
genuine, and told the captain to go and enter 
Jjis vessel at the Custom-house. 

Wm. Perkins, sworn.— Am engineer of the 
•iteamer Veruna , beard both parlies use vio- 
lent language ; saw Jackson demand admit- 
tance to the boat and present a pistol at 
Spaulding ; finally Spanldiog came ashore 
and Jackson took possession of the ship; he 
•aid be woald blow his brains out. 

Cross-examined by Mr Courtney— Jackson 
fltarted to go aboard the boat and was warned 
■oD by Spaulding; Jackson siiJ he wunted 
to get a co»t out of .too pilot-bouso ; Spaul- 
ding said, "I'll hand you the coat," and with 
that Jackson hauled out his pistol and de- 
manded possession of tho irSakel ; Spauldina 
might have drawn his pistol first, but I 
didn't see it; it might be peaceful for a man 
to sit down with a lC-shooter across his knee, 
but it don't look so, [laughter]; 1 saw Capt. 
Glidden toke the lifle and hand Juokeon a 
revolver; I didu't hear Spaulding say ho 
would blow Jackson's brains out. 

Mr. Courtney said the d>;ftfDce was that 
Jackson was captain of the Veruna till 28th 
August ; Spaulding became, surreptitiously, 
captain of the steamer and ran away with it ; 
Jackson was instructed by the Americon 
authorities to secare the boat and followed 
her here ; be came over and was in the act of 
getting his clothes which were aboard when 
ho was accosted by Spaulding with a pistol 
and threatened with death. 

John Farnham, called for the defence, 
BS tore that as deputy-sheriff he had bad charge 
f N e steamer Veruna tince the 23d of June; 
the B '«amer was run away with Irom the

The Consul gave Capt. Jackson a good 
character. 

The Police Magistrate fiaid the outrage 
was a very great one, and ordered Juckson to 
enter into recognizees to keep the peace 
for six months. ™

Prisoner did 
not give tbe money or any change to complain- 
ant in presence of witness. Drinking took 
placj between witness, complainant, and two 
or three sailors ; about t'ireo hours afterwards, 
witnoss met complainant on the street and 
directed him to the Pnceaix Saloon, where 
be demanded the $20 piece, asserting that 
Hillyard had tailed to give bim his change 
Whon first met in tbe saloon complainant, 
was tight ; but when met on tbe street niter- 
wards he was sober. Another sailor witnea* 
corroborated this testimony. Mr. Robert- 
son, for the defenoe/aiked lor the discharge 
of the prisoner on the eviden oa for tho prose- 
cution. The application was granted and 
Hillyard set at liberty. 

Libelled— Tbe steamer Varnna hos been 
libelled by.Captain Gliddeo of Port Orchard. 
It is charged she was forcibly takon posses- 
sion of by Captoin SpauldiDg, who threw 
the true captain overboard aod steered the 
vessel to Victoria. Tbe ateamer, it is fur- 
ther alleged, was in the custody of tbe Conrt 
of Bankruptcy at the tima of the skedaddle; 
tho Jndge of tbe Bankruptcy Court was pre- 
paring to come aboard and bis wife, who 
was already aboard, was carried off and 
landed on an island a mile and a half distant 
Irom Port Orohard. No clearance wis ob- 
tained at Port Townsand. Taken all in all, 
the case is the liveliest we have known since 
tbe tkeddale of tho steamer Alexandra to tbe 
American Fide in 1864, and her subsequent 
reoopture by parties from this side. 

Fishing Extraordinary. — Two gentlemen 
engaged in fishing on Wednesday evening 
in the harbour, with an artiSical (lab, hooked 
a mackerel. As they were drawing him in 
a huge codfish rushed lorward and swsllowed 
both tbe real and artificial fishes, and after 
a fa'iguing straggle was drawn to the boat 
and killed. The "bait" was cat from bii 
belly. He weighed (in hi» own scales 1) 34 
pounds. 

Shutino Crews.— The master of the ship 
Windward, now loading at Burrard Inlet, 
writes to Capt. Nagle to procaro bim sea- 
men for China. Tbe master endorses tho 
late paragraphs in the Colon isr as to tbe ad- 
visability ol holding oit inducement to ship- 
masters to visit Victoria for crews and 
treating them well while they are here.
